nizanee.for the appearance of 
the defendant, in the usual form, 
appeared and was found guilty 
and .sentenced. At the same term 
of the court, he moved f.r a new 
trial, and the motion being overs 
ruled, he brought the case to this 
oourt'by bill of exceptions, and sup- 
erceded the sentence or judgnaeni 
of the court below by giving aew 
bond to appear and abide the fi 
Judgment m the-superior court. Tbis 
court affirmed the judgment refttsing 
the new trial. On the return of th 
remitter affirming the judgment, the 
defendant did not appear to answer 
final judgment in the superior court.; 
whereupon scire facias ' 
ly issued against tho sur 
first bond; they failed*© 
their recognizance was forfeited. 
At a subsequent term, within 
statute of limitations, a motion 
made to set aside this judgment of 
forfeiture, and was granted; and the 
state excepted to the latter judg-, 
ment and brought the case here. 

Held, first, that fee supercedeas 
bond transferred the custody <sf the 
prisoner from his bail on the first 
bond to lire bail on the supercedeas 
bend, and therefore the forfeiture of 
the first recognizance was illegal.

According to a statement furnish- 
ed me by the president of the board 
of trustees, the sum of $3,300 was 
the entire amount of assets out of

week in July last; as you will see, a 
sum wholly in* lequate to meet the 
ncces-ities of the case.

In behalf of the students and pats 
rons of this college, I wish I cuiild 
place another star in the crown of 
their honor, but I cannot. Be then- 
names immortal and their happiness, 
commensurate with their immortal- 
ity. Since meeting in this convens 
tion and conferring with the deles 
gates, I find many of them wholly 
unacquainted with my section, and 
many of them ask me, "where is 
Dahlonegaf At this I am not sur- 
prised, and briefly answer the quess 
tion. Dahlonega, where the college 
is locate!, lies twentysfiva miles 
north of Gainesville, 'the nearest 
point to the Richmond Air-.Line rail- 
road and ten miles south of the Blue 
Ridge, whose majestic b:ow arches 
lOithern horizon, whose surroun- 
scenery is picturesque and 
grand, with invigorating climate 
and cool and pearly streams. The 
town has a population of six or 
en hundred inhabitants, with a 
age intelligence and good mora] 
ciety, which, at last, constitute 
true and only firm basis of civil libs 
erty. The little county of Lumpkin, 
where the college is located, is sur- 
rounded by a group of fifteen or 
twenty counties in northeast Geors 
pia, cut off from railroad facilities. 
In looking into the financial condis 
tion of our state, I find our public 
debt is about $11,000,000, threes

In short 
e college is founded substantially, 
free, without tuition. 
I see from a report of a board of 
visitors appointed by Gov. Smith in 
1870, that the entire annual assets 
of t'e state university is 3-11,714, 
hich of course includes the annual 
interest on this 1 and! scrip fund 
amounting to $17,914; of this latter 
sum my substitute claims one third 
part, s,y $5,971. This one third 
part would put young institution on 
■its feet. We think the si ate univer- 
sity can better afford to do without 
the amount we claim than we can. 
We think we can apply it more use 
fully for the college and for the 
sons of -Georgia than the university 
•does. 

Fitthormore, Mr.. President I prc- 
ssntyou the North Georgia Agricul- 
tural College as the youngest daugh 
ter of education in your state, only 
five years of age, fair well grown and 
of symmetrical proportions. I re-j 
quest you and this convention of the 1 
fathers to receive and recognize her 
as the distinguished gentleman Irom 
Bartow, [Mr. Wofford,] said the 
other day of the confederate soldier.

I will also say that I 
have just been informed that the 
board of trustees of the state univer- 
sity had a meeting in this city last 
night and appropriated to our college 
$1,000 additional to the $2,500. I 
id granted.

I In tbis connection I feel it my duty 
further to say that the d stinguished 
gentleman from Wilkes, Mr. Toombs, 
and other gentlemen who are trus- 
tees for what is known as the Gib 
mer school fund, donated to our col- 
lege annually about $1,000 more. In 
behalf of the young and old people 
of G eorgia, and especially of the des 
titute section I represent, I desire 
now, here in this presence, to give 
some expression of gratitude to 
those gentlemen for this act of beni- 



jranting state aid to build raib 
louthern, middle and north- 
western Gtorgia, thereby develop- 
. the resources of these sections, 
building up wealthy and populous 
cities and towns, and increasing our 
populalion. But not a dollar has 
er been expended for this purpose 
northeastern Georgia. That sees 
tion has been long neglected, and is 
now living comparatively in the shas 
dows of darkness. Some rays of 
light are beginning to pierce this 
region through the insti umentality 
of our colleg; and ommon schoo' 
enterprises. And our late minera 
developments in that locality are be 
ginning to attra- 1 capital and intel- 
ligence. At our late commencement 
of tho North Georgia Agriculi 
College, which included the fir.-t 
week in July, 1877 (last), Governor 
Colquitt, Bishop Pierce and otlnr 
distinguished Georgians from dif- 
ferent nortions of our state, were 
present and witnessed the exercises 
of the occasion and expressed them- 
selves well pleased with the progress 
of the institution, and their faith in 
its future success. 

Mr. President, we think wo are 
entitled to your sympathy and sup- 
port in all we ask in f b behalf. Sir, 
win n the late struggle for southern 
independence was made, and the call 
-as made for men to fight the bat 
es of our country, the mountaineers 
of my section rallied to their conn'- 
try's st mdard, and the cemetery at 
Dahlonega and many of the battle- 
fields in Virginia and in the wesl 
attest their valor and patri tism 
After the war was over, and the 
eons itutioii and government of 1868 
was thrust upon us by force and 
fraud, and presented to the people 
of my county (Lumpkin) for rat fi 
cation or rejection, a decided major- 
ity put their veto upon it. Sir, they 
have never yet bowed the knee to 
the Baal o! reconstruction nor kissed 
the rod that smote them. 

I thought it proper to say this 
much about the people of my section, 
to let you know that they are nut 
scallawags. 

My constituent* sent me to this 
nvention, as I understand it, to 
aid you in destroying this old hulk 
(constitution of 1868) made by oui 
enemies, and to build a new one, 
iccording to our will and pleasure, 
for the good of the people of Geor- 
gia, 

This should be our single purpose 
and effort, so that when it is submit- 
ted to our constituents for ratifieas 
tion it will be approved and perpet- 
uated to generations yet to come, 
carrying with it the blessings of good 
government and happiness to all.. 

Mr. President, we already hear of 
some croakers prejudging our work, 
and saying the constitution which 
this convention is making will not 
be ratified by the p ople. What are 
the grounds of this wild conjecture? 
Is it pos.-iblethat these grave Geor- 
gians whom I see now before me on 
this floor cannot make a constitution 
that will not be received by our peo 
pie in preference to the one made in 
1868— by force and fraud. Preposs 
terons conjecture. 

It behooves us in a'l things touch- 
ing the present service to bring into 
requisition all the wisdom and pat- 
riotism at our command, so that we 
shall be able to present for the aps 
proval of our people such system of 
organic law as shall be promotive 
of justice — the peace and happiness 
of all our people.

No bill or resolution appropria- 
ting public money, shall become a 
law, unless on its passage, the yeas 
and nays in each house are recorded.

All special or local bills shall be 
introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives during the first fifteen 
days of the session.
